Among the questions being asked by those who have responded to the in- : ‘ 
vitation to join the organization of Friends of the Army Medical Library is in ‘ 
regard to the receipt of foreign journals. In reference to this the Librarian 


has kindly prepared the following statement. 


Almost immediately, following the outbreak of the war in Europe, there 
was noted an effect upon the orderly flow of publications, especially from the 
Continent, Material originating in Germany was held up by the British blockade 


while that from other countries began to be delayed. 


As early as November, 1939, a Leipzig dealer with whom the bulk of the 
Library's foreign journal subscriptions had been placed, routed a case of mate- 
rial in care of the American consulate in Rotterdam. After several delays, this 
reached the Library in February, 1940. A second case came through from this deal- 
er late in May; but a third despatched from Leipzig late in April has not yet 
turned up despite all inquiries, 





Naturally this Library, being an institution supported by Federal appro- 
priations, often receives aid from the Department of State. The consular service 
has expedited a number of shipments but does not undertake the handling of small 
pieces of mail matter. Certain New York dealers who have branch offices on the 
continent have likewise availed themselves of the consular service; recently two 
packages of journals were received through this channel, and it is believed that 


they were routed through Lisbon, 


Most of the German journals received by the Library are purchased. Judg- 
ing by the few which are received gratuitously, there is reason to believe that 
the British authorities make a distinction between material sent out by a commer- 


cial dealer and that mailed by the publisher. As an example, in the case of the 





Wiener Klinische Wochenschrift, which comes directly from the publisher, all but 





six of the weekly issues from January to the third week in November, 1940, inclu- 


Sive have been received. 


A large American medical publishing house sending its journals to all the 
chief publishers of like material on the continent, would of course expect to have 
an extensive list received without charge on an exchange basis. If most of this 
arrives safely, the recipient feels fairly well served, as completeness of the 


runs is of secondary importance,

A few 
journals have arrived from Hungary, Scandinavia and Switzerland. British mate- 
rial including books, while delayed makes its appearance regularly. South Ameri- 
can material comes by fits and starts, the lack of salesmanship on the part of 


the publishers possibly being a factor in this. 


This Library, with its subscription list almost entirely paid for is 
obliged to import in fairly large consignments through the consular service, or 
else to store the material on the Continent. In any event complete files in most 


cases are fully assured when the war is over. 


The Committee on the Importation of Foreign Periodicals set up by the 
American Library Association, has been occupied with this problem during the year, 
and in its Statement Number Three, issued in September, 1940, the Committee strong- 
ly recommends storage for the duration of the war in Leipzig or Rome, as the best 


and safest solution of the difficulty. 


On the whole the situation might be worse and perhaps it will be. Mean- 





while the Army Medical Library is endeavoring to comb the Western Hemisphere more 
thoroughly for worth while publications of medical interest, and is preparing to 
roll up its sleeves for a job of indexing when the material stored in Europe at 


last finds its way here. 


oncerning the Need of an Index to the rrent List 

Undoubtedly , Many who have examined this publication have questioned the 
purpose of the numbers printed in the central column of each page. These were im 
tended to facilitate the location of titles in case it was later decided that an 
index was needed. The uncertainty in this regard, however, results from the fact 
that the Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus furnishes a convenient means of search- 
ing the prior literature. An index to the Current List would consequently be 
largely a duplication and its expense would probably not be justified by the use 
made of it. 

The Current List is simply a ready reference to be used as issued. Notes 
of the papers which one may wish to keep in mind may be jotted on the rear cover 
of each number, In this way each one can make the amount and character of index 
best suited to his particular needs. Comments on this subject from those who find
